David  Christie,  when  he  retired 
from  the  ministry  of  Westminster 
Church  in  Winnipeg  in  1929.  had 
already  given  twenty  years  of  mag- 
nificent service  to  the  Presbyterian 
and  to  the  United  Church  ui  Can- 
ada. «. 

He  had  been  a preacher  erf  splrn- 
dld  quality,  and  a man  of  real  In- 
tellectual and  spiritual  mark,  to 
whom  anything  facile  or  trite  was 
hateful.  He  foiled  greatly  at  his 
pulpit  work  and  Winnipeg  recognized 
at  once  that  here  was  the  rare  com- 
bination of  the  scholar  and  the  saint 
and  the  man  of  shrewd  practical 
Counsel  Because  he  was  what  he 
was.  he  wa*  able  to  build  the  noble 
church  that  will  always  be  linked 
with  his  name. 

He  was  a great  Christian  citizen. 
From  1909  to  1929  he  was  constant 
to  his  cause  a sage  to  be  consulted, 
a dreamer  to  be  listened  to.  and  oc- 
casionally. if  the  usur  called  for  it.

Grant  Oliver  Eller- 
godl,  of  'Vancouver  Hr  brought  a 
damaged  Hampden  torpedo-carrying 
bomber  back  home  with  nothing 
much  more  than  foot  and  knee 
pressure. 

Grant  wax  out  on  hi  Hot  opera- 
tional flight,  a night  Junket  to  at- 
tack a German  convoy  off  The 
Netherlands  coast  and  three  anti- 
aircraft shells  burt-t  inside  his  plane, 
smashing  all  the  flying  instruments 
except  the  altimeter  and  comp*-*, 
and  carrying  away  the  elevator, 
Dm. 

The  Hampden  immediately  climbed 
non  feet  and  was  going  up  some 
more  until  Hie  pilot  threw  all  Ills 
weight  against  the  control  column 
and  regained  hi*  balance  But  use 
of  his  hands  alone  didn't  exert 
enough  pressure  to  Keep  the  plane 
on  an  even  keel. 

Then  Grant  leaned  bark  ui  his 
•eat,  braced  one  knee  hard  against 
the  column,  raised  tils  other  leg 
and  jammed  his  foot  in  the  steer  mg 
wheel  on  the  column  as  though  It 
were  a stirrup.  Pressing  as  hard  as 
he  could  with  foot  and  knee  he 
managed  the  300  miles  home  and 
landed  safely.

Inten- 
sive canvasses  were  conducted 
and  literally  millions  of  bottles 
have  been  turned  over  Ui  medi-

Finland  Not  Self-Sustaining 

Bui  the  Finns  must  eat,  too 
The  country  is  not  self-sustain- 
ing as  to  food,  particularly  when 
so  many  of  Its  men  are  In  the 
army  and  not  available  for  ag- 
ricultural work  It  has  been  re- 
ceiving from  Germany  sufficient 
food  to  bring  Its  total  supplies 
up  to  a subsistence  minimum. 
Without  this  food  from  outside 
I’.s  borders  Finland  would  be  re- 
duced to  a starvation  level  In  a 
short  time 

There  i*  no  doubt  a'  all  that 
Germany  would  cut  off  these 
supplies  lo  Finland  if  that  na- 
tion came  to  tri  ms  with  the  So- 
viet Union,  or  even  if  she  opened 
negotiations  looking  in  that  di- 
rection Obviously,  then,  the 
food  wouTrt  have  to  rome  from  ' 
somewhere  pise  The  Soviet 
Union  Itself  Is  pinched  for  food 
and,  as  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
Wickard  said  yesterday,  Is  de-  , 
pendent  upon  the  United  States  , 
lend -lease  shipments  to  main- 
tain a subsistence  level 

The  British  Isles  are  not  self-  ! 
sustaining  either  It  would, 
therefore,  be  up  to  the  United 
States  to  undertake  with  the 
permission  of  the  Soviet  Govern-  !

"IT  THAT  pictures  the  word 
Vy  “park"  conjures  up 
from  th«  recesses  of 
memory,!  The  first  park  I re- 
member was  the  Stray  at  Har- 
rogate, Yorkshire,  a grassy 
plain,  bordered  by  hotels  and 
pastured  by  cows,  where  I 
trundled  my  infant  hoop  along 
the  well-trodden  pathways.  The( 
next  wav  Kelvlngrove  Park,  in 
The  west  end  of  Glasgow,  rich  In 
trees  and  gardens  and  over- 
looked by  terrace  and  quadrant 
built  about  a commanding  hill 
from  which  the  massive  houses 
of  wealthy  merchants  looked 
across  lawns  and  trees  and  the 
meandering  Kelvin  to  the  uni- 
versity buildings  In  the  days 
when  I frequented  the  park  my 
chief  interest  was  the  old 
museum  by  the  river.  True  to 
its  avowedly  industrial  character 
It  had  outside  one  of  James 
Watt's  first,  engines,  sunk  in  a 
pit  over  which  the  great  black 
beam  stretched  as  if  part  of 
some  pair  of  gigantic  scales. 
And  just  at  the  entrance  was  a 
ship's  steel  plate  deeply  dented 
but  not  pierced  by  a projectile 
from  a gun  of  the  1870'*  A little 
later  I came  to  know  the  Queen's 
Park  on  the  South  Side  and  of 
it.  my  memories  are  partly  of 
military  band  music  and  partly 
of  nearby  Langslde  and  Cathcart 
Castle  associated  with  the  last 
tragedy  In  the  Scottish  life  of 
Queen  Mary  In  Glassford  Bells 
familiar  line*

ter to  a trust  fund  m England, 
which  was.  however,  for  Co- 
lonial purposes  with  exception 
of  10  per  cent  retained  by  the 
•ompany. 

The  governor  reported  that 
the  revenue  from  the  liquor  li- 
cences was  £220  in  1853,  £460  in 
1854.  and  £340  in  1855.  and  that 
expenditures  had  been  made 
from  this  fund  for  roads,  bridges 
and  a courthouse  Evidently  the 
early  public  works  were  largely 
financed  by  the  liquor  licences 
- -£150  per  annum  for  wholesale 
and  £120  for  retail  licences.  A 
diarist,  of  the  day  wrote  “It 
would  Lake  a line  of  packet  ships 
running  regularly  to  San  Fran- 
cisco in  supply  the  Island  with 
grog  *’  Two  schoolhousea  were 
erected,  one  at  the  Cralgflower 
Bridge  still  standing  Robert 
Barr,  who  was  clerk  of  the  as- 
sembly. was  the  first  schoolmas- 
ter. and  Bishop  Crldge  was  the 
first  inspector  of  schools. 

Happy  Prople,  Yet  Grumbler* 

Dr.  J.  8 Hetmcken,  who  was 
the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  in 
his  reminiscences,  wrote:  'This 
legislature  was  probably  called 
into  existence  lor  the  purpose  of 
levying  taxes.  The  previous  coun- 
cil -a  kind  of  non-elccted  per- 
petual senate— hud  not  levied 
any  laxes.  direct  or  Indirect, 
other  than  the  taxation  by  li- 
cence of  public  house*,  or  sa- 
loons, which  tax  the  home  Gov- 
ernment appeared  to  consider  Il- 
legal, possibly  on  the  ground 
that  the  people  had  a right  to 
tax  themselves  only  through 
their  representatives. 

“The  Legislature  refused  Vo 
tax  the  people,  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company  must  provide.  The 
members  did  not  know  what  to 
do  with  tire  liquor  licence  fund— 
•o  little  to  do  with,  so  many 
things  desired*  . . . 

“Happy  people!  Yet  they 
grumbled  even  then'  Every- 
thing In  those  days  had  to  be 
*#nt  home  for  Her  Majesty's  ap- 
proval — the  account*  likewise 
Not  much  chance  for  grafting 
then!  It  U singular,  loo.  that 
th«  sayings  and  doings  of  the 
council  have  never  attracted

•nd  useful  body  and  continued 
to  exist  at  Lhe  time  of  the  cre- 
ation of  the  legislative  Assem- 
bly.

Victoria  in  Early  Fifties 

Victoria  of  these  days  a as  s 
quiet  little  place  enjoying  peace- 
ful monotonous  existence  outside 
the  swirl  of  Lhe  world  at  large, 
and  the  event  of  the  year  wa.i 
Lhe  arrival  of  the  company  s 
supply  ship  The  scant  people 
had  little  addition  other  than 
the  company  a men.  and  retired 
servants.

fear  of  accident*"  Settlement 
was  proceeding  In  the  Puget 
Sound  region  then,  where,  de- 
spite the  change  of  flag  the 
H B.C  continued  to  operate,  and 
Mr  Tolmle  conducted  the  busi- 
ness of  Lire  post  and  farm  at 
Fort  NesquaUy,  to  which  canoes 
were  sent  manned  by  Indians 
from  Victoria.  On  one  occasion 
the  Indian  voyageurs  improved 
their  time  dunnR  their  stay  by 
pilfering,  which  brought  a com- 
plaint from  Mr  Tolmie.  to  which 
Douglas  replied  that  he  would 
endeavor  to  procure  restitution 
of  Lhe  stolen  goods,  but  It  would 
be  difficult  as,  owing  to  the  scar- 
city of  local  Indiana,  the  two 
canoe*  had  been  manned  by 
stragglers  from  other  part*  of 
the  country.
